I wish to challenge the figures and 
statements put out by the Probation 
Department in their brief on why 
they need $400,000.00 for a new 
building. 


The County is going to build a re- 
ceiving home very soon to house the 
dependent children. The money has 
already been appropriated for it anc 


it has nothing to do with this bond 
issue. Other delinquents will be 
housed at Hillcrest in the future. 
Therefore, any figures intended to 
show that they would be overcrowd- 
ed after the new building for de- 
pendent children is completed 
should be based upon delinquent 
children alone. Instead they have 
used the total of both the dependent. 
and delinquent children in their ar- 
guments for more space for detin- 
quents only. 


There are many pertinent figures 
which the public are entitled to 
know and which shoud be given to 
the newspapers of the county by the 
vrobation department for publica- 
tion. Some of these are: 

1. What is the day by day break- 
down of dependent versus delinquent 
children? 

2. How many children (not case 
toads) were in Hillcrest in the peri- 
od from Jan. 1 to Aug. 6, 1952? 

3. What is the number of children 
PER DAY over or under capacity? 

Delinquent children only). 

There are 22 single rooms at Hill- 
crest. A large amount of children 
are only held there overnight. These 
‘ooms are not small, and if two 
shildren were in each room they 
would not be overcrowded. Let us 
take their highest figure of 54 child- 
‘en which they had on one day only. 
Maybe (they have not seen fit to tell 
is) but maybe there were 24 de- 
yendent children on that day. If 
chat were the case than their high- 
2st day for delinquents would be 30, 
which would mean that only eight 
‘ooms would have to house two chil- 
iren, and then for only one day of 
he six month period. I believe that 
1 close study of their own figures is 
droof that they do NOT need more 
pace now. 


In regard to the future: If Mr. 
DeMatteis and Mr. Cowgill are so 
concerned about first offenders as- 
sociating with and being housed 
with “hardened delinquents” why 
are they now in process of forming 
a plan whereby our children are

Potted Plants May Provide Indoor Color (Set for Schools 
For Christmas; Are Easy to Grow 


By TERRY LEE 
Considering how easy it is to foree: 


bulbs into bloom indoors during the }- 


winter, I often wondér why garden- 
ers don’t put a few bulbs into pots 
while they are planting them: in the 
garden. 

You have to wait a long time 
for spring flowers outside, but the 
Christmas table could: have :cro- 
eus in bloom if the bulbs are 
started right now. And there are 
no gophers to plague you. 

The general procedure for potting 
bulbs is essentially the same for 
most bulbs. The bowl or pot: is first 


filled with rich soil. I add quite a bit | 


pf sand to my garden soil, and put 
a pinch of bonemeal in the bottom 
of the pot, covering it by a little 
sand. 

Most bulbs can be planted. about 
two inches deep, and quite a few can 
be crowded in, although they should 
not touch each other. The pot should 
then be put in a cool, shaded place, 
and kept moist for four to six weeks. 
GOOD LUCK 

I have had good luck by digging 
# trench along the north wall of our 
‘house. I put 3 inches of sand alonz 
the bottom and my pots on top of 
this, and fill in with soil around 
them. I soak all of this well, and 
mulch with grass clippings. The 
pots do not need further watering. 

In 4 to 6 weeks the pots can be 
‘orought inside, but should be kept

And so the Californians who are interested 
in justice in education cs that the same consideration 
be given to the privately opereted schools of grammer 
and high schoo! grades, that are not being operated for 
profit. 
Ix isn’t costing the taxpayers of California as much as 
one thin dime to educate and train the 200,000 children 
that are now cttending privately operated schools. The 
cost of operating ail of these schools is being taken care 
of by parents who have every right to use our publit 
schools. They cre paying all of the taxes that are being 
assessed against their.properties. But they fee!, and not 
unreasonably, that/when they have paid their part toward 
the maintenance ef our public schools, that it isn’t fair 
to tax them a second time. 


This is what our grandparents would call common 
sense. 4f our pubiic school system had to supply the 


necessary schools to house 200,000 children, the build- 
ings alone would cost the taxpayers of the state over 
rs. And\if we had to pay 4% interest 


300 mniilion do 


on that kind of a bond issue it would cost the taxpayers 
an additional 12 million dollars each year. 


But thats only the beginning. If you will picture in 
your mind 40 children to a class room and 200,000 young- 
sters that must be taken care of, you'll find that you 
would need 5,000 additional teachers. And this doesn’t 
include the Superintendents, Principals, Janitors and other 
employes that it takes to operate a school. 


The truth of the matter is this—the privately oper- 
ated schools are soving the taxpayers of California over 
40 million dollars each year. If that sum was to be 
added to the taxes we are already paying the load would 
be staggering. 


Governor Earl Warren and almost every member of 
the California Legislature are in favor of Proposition 
Number 3 and they are asking every citizen to support 
this measure. 


A good question to ask is: Who is opposing this 
Proposition Number 3? 

It is being opposed by people who say that the state 
would lose approximately $600,000 in ‘revenue. And 
the Californians who believe in justice in education ask 
in reply: Is it better to collect $600,000 or to save the 
taxpayers $40,000,000 each year? 


Let us keep in mind the facts, that these privately 
operated schools must still continue to buy their own 
text books. They must sti!] provide theri own fire insur- 
ance and keep their buildings in repair. They must teach 
the same things thet are taught in the public schools. 
They are all operated under the direct supervision of our 
state school authorities. 


A vast majority of the newspapers in the State of 
California are giving Proposition ttumber 3 their support. 
They have weighed the facts and they feel that these 
privately operated schools are saving the taxpayers an 
enormous amount of money. They have pointed cut, 
that with the populaticn of California increasing at the 
rate of more than 300,000 each year, our schoo! problems 
are going to become more and more acute. And like our 
grandparents who used their common sense, the news- 
paper editors are saying, ‘Vote Yes on Propositicn Num- 
ber 3.”
